While a West German court 
was upholding the American 
principle of a free press, the 
U.S, Supreme Court recently 
stamped its approval on the 


type of Nazi personal espio- 
nage that once flourished 
under Hitler but now is sup- 
pressed in West Germany. 

Only Chief Justice Warren, 
seeing the danger of Nazi 
techniques, wrote a strong dis- 
sent.
